They show that flying on 
regularly scheduled commercial 
air lines is safer than ever be- 
fore—safer, by 200 per cent 
than last year, with only one

DEATH OF MRS. MARY 
ANN HETHERINGTON 


One of the early settlers of 
the South Macleod district was 
laid to rest in the Macleod 
cemetery on Monday after- 
noon, December 1, 1930, in the 
person of Mrs. Mary Ann 
Hetherington, who died at the 
farm at Allanfields on Sunday 
morning, November 30. 

The deceased lady had reach- 
ed the ripe old age of 83 years, 
having been born in the year 
1847 at Appletree-Shield, 
Allandale, Northumberland 
England, where she grew up, 
was married there and resided 
till 1904, when she along with 
several members of her family 
and other relations, migrated 
to Canada, coming to the Mac- 
leod district where her sons 
had taken up land in the Allan- 
fields district the year prev- 
| ious. 
| On arrival at Macleod, Mrs. 
| Hetherington also took up a 
{homestead alongside her sons 
{and a married daughter, Mrs. 
T. Ritson. There are six or 
seven families located in the 
Allanfields district, Macleod, 
who all came from the Allan- 
dale district in England, hence 
the name, the Hetheringtons 
being one of the pioneer 
families of that district. No 
person was better known on 
the streets of Macleod in the 
early days than Mrs. Heth- 
erington, when she paid her
